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PURPOSE: To provide an opening holder having a simple structure and using for the 
opening work, by which the expanding work of the opting of a bag body is facilitated and 
the contents lil«e grains Is easily charged while keeping the opened state and further, the 
working efficiency is increased. 



CONSTITUTION: A container bag is put at the Inside of an edge frame (a) against the 
assembling stand type round or square edge frame (a). And the bag body is fixed to the 
edge frame 1 t>y a velvet fastener, a tape, a string, etc., sewed up at the body peripheral 
face of the bag body in the state that the bottom face of the bag body gets in a littie 
contact with the face supporting the support member of the edge frame (a). Moreover, bi 
the opening of bag body, the edge fran>e (a) is turned over from the inside to the outside 
and the tumed-over part is pinched together with the inside edge frame by a clip c1 or a 
hoicfing tool of a packer c2. The opening holder is constituted of edge frame (a), a support 
pipe (b), a plurality of clips c1 . and a ftolder of a packer c2.

In caorrying the invention into effect I cat a circular piece of waterproof Ifuen' 
or other suitable material ornamented at the edge by punching in any deaired 
pattern. 

The material of - the bag- having been cut out. a suitable rard is inserted, being' 
10 passed thrcmgh a series of holes punched or otherwise formed on the jieriphery 
of the \mf( at uniform intervals and of which there are always two corresimnding 
to eaoh cither. 

By means of this cord the material is then drawn togeth<Br and a bag resembling 
a " po mpadour " is formed. 
\6 When in use the bag is filled at the bottom with damp moss, or the like, and . 
the stalks of the flowers are inserted into the bag, which latter is then tightly 
drawn toRether and tied by means of the cord. In this way the flowers are kept 
fresh and present the appearance of a tied-np bouquet, and they may also be 
carried more ecmveniently than when held in the hand without any covering^. 
- 20 In order that the invention may be the better understood drawings are appended 
illustrating the invention in which Fig. 1 is an elevational view - of the bag 
closed.
